Compulsory 
semi-annual 
motor 
vehicle inspection constitutes only a 
part of the effort needed to keep 
automobiles in safe running condi­ 
tion, the state committee cm street 
and highway safety said today. 
‘‘The two inspection! which the 
state requires each year represent a 
minimum; they do not assure own­ 
ers that their motor vehicles ore 
safe to operate at all tunes,” the 
committee said. 
“Continued vigilance Is the price 
of safety on the highways today. 
This applies to the mechanical con­ 
dition of the car, as well as to the 
operating policies of the drivers. 
When vigilance is relaxed accidents 
occur. This is as true when the mo­ 
torist ignores the warning of a loose 
bolt, loose brakes or loose steering 
apparatus as when he ignores a stop 
signal or otherwise displays inatten­ 
tiveness while driving 
Periodic Check-tps 
“The sem i-annual inspections the 
state dem ands should be supple­ 
mented by periodic check-ups on the 
mechanical equipment of a car. This 
will prevent dangerous weaknesses 
from developing during the inter­ 
vals between the compulsory Inspec­ 
tion periods. 
“The necessity for such supple­ 
mental attention is shown by High­ 
way Patrol reports disclosing that 
45.709 
motor 
vehicles with poor 
brakes and defective steering ap­ 
paratus have been found on Penn­ 
sylvania highways this year. 
Of ; 
these, 29.922 were passenger cars; j 
15,228 were trucks and 559 were 
busses. 
The patrolmen discovered 
that brake connections were neces­ 
sary on 40.474 vehicles and steering 
connections on 5,235. 
Additional evidence that motor­ 
ists do not give continued attention 
to the condition of their cars is fur­ 
nished by data revealing that 48,488 
applicants for drivers’ licenses at­ 
tempted to take the tests in cars 
which were not in proper shape.

There are those who deem it weakness for a man to shed tears? Why? 
Is there any honest law in the universe, which would muzzle a natural 
emotion? 
If a man feels like crying, cry he should—and as copiously as 
lit may wish, if the occasion should so bring it about.

HAUPTMANN'S 
CASE DELAYED 


Attorneys for Suspected Kid- 
napper-Killer Appeal to 
Higher Courts, 


New York, Oct. 18 (AP)—Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann carried to the 
Appellate court Wednesday his fight 
to avoid extradition to New Jersey 
for trial on the charge of murdering 
the Lindbergh baby. 
With New Jersey seeking a swift 
denouement of the nation's most 
sensational kidnap-killing. further 
factors of delay loomed with the 
declaration 
of 
defense 
attorney, 
James M. Fawcett. 
“It is very likely that if 
we are 
unsuccessful in preventing extradi­ 
tion by this effort we will carry our 
case further to the court of appeals 
at Albany. 
May Go To Highest Court 
“If unsuccessful there it is furth­ 
er likely we will go to the United 
States supreme court” 
On Fawcett’s 
petition 
Presiding 
Justice Edward R. Finch, of the 
appellate division, set 2 p. rn. Fri­ 
day for a hearing on the appeal. 
To speed a final 
decision in the 
case the usual 
rules 
relating to 
notification of the prosecution were 
set aside. 
Signs Extradition Stay 
Justice Finch signed 
an 
order 
staying 
Hauptmann’s 
extradition 
until his court disposes of the ap­ 
peal. 
A 
member of the defense 
legal staff served the order on the 
Bronx district attorney. 
Fawcett declared he would file to­ 
day a number of former documents 
needed to perfect his appeal and to 
place the case on the court docket 
for Friday. 
The appellate division will review 
the evidence presented at the hear­ 
ing 
before Supreme Court Justice 
Ernest Hammer and will pass on 
Hammer’s decision 
terminating 
a 
writ of habeas corpus, thus allowing 
New Jersey to extradite Hauptmann. 
Held Evidence Insufficient 
Justice Hammer, after deciding 
that Hauptmann had not presented 
sufficient evidence 
to support his 
claim he was not In New York the 
night of the kidnapping—March I, 
1832—granted a stay of extradition 
until the appeal was taken. 
Meanwhile H a u p t m a n n , who 
throughout the legal efforts to bring 
him to trial 
has been a study in 
calmness, stolidness and frequently 
bewilderment, 
remained 
in 
the 
Bronx county Jail.

President 
Roosevelt’s 
‘good neighbor” foreign policy u t­ 
terance in his inaugural address was 
m ere phrase-making should take a 
peek at a semi-official recap itu la­ 
tion floating around W ashington. 
This document comprising some 
seven 
single-spaced 
type-w ritten 
pages, purports to show the present 
adm inistration from the sta rt had a 
definite conception of new relations 
with neighboring countries. 
It represents an intensive search 
of every speech made by President 
Roosevelt himself or by his secretary 
of state since March 4, 1933, w’hen 
the new chief executive sp eak in g 
on the steps of the capitol, de­ 
clared : 
'In the field of world policy I 
would dedicate this nation to the 
policy of the good neighbor . . . ” 
Greetings Southward 
Since th a t first exposition of his 
adm inistration’s foreign policy, the 
president has reiterated it in pub­ 
lic utterances on six different occa­ 
sions and Secretary Hull on ten 
One m onth after his inauguration, 
before the governing board of the 
Pan-Am erican union in W ashing­ 
ton, Mr. Roosevelt declared that, 
“never have the need and benefit of 
neighborly cooperation been so evi­ 
dent as they are today.” 
Six m onths later the president of 
Panam a visited W ashington. 
In a 
Joint statem ent issued by th e white 
house on that occasion th ere ap ­ 
peared the declaration, “It is in the 
interests of both our countries th at 
we should be ‘good neighbors’.” 
On the eve of the Pan-A m erican 
conference at Montevideo in Novem­ 
ber, 1933, the white house greeted 
the delegates with the words th at 
the United States had given “care­ 
ful and hopeful study to m eans of 
contributing some practical expres­ 
sion of President Roosevelt’s good 
neighbor policy." 
At Warm Springs during the same 
m onth, when, the Cuban crisis was 
to the fore, the president declared 
th a t it was “our intention of playing 
the part of a good neighbor to the 
Cuban people."

And in the writing of th e new 
Roosevelt series of treaties of am ity 
and commerce and of negotiated 
trade understandings and tariff reci­ 
procities the policy of “good neigh­ 
bor” unquestionably will be th e mo­ 
tivating factor in Mr. Roo&evelt’s 
approach.
